s. -ailment of s large number of people 
during the campaign. 

long heforo the first ballot for 
the M natorshlp had been east on the 
Mmud Tuesday of (he session, the 
leaders of the majority had decided 
that as they had elected a majority 
of the members of the body, there 
would lo- no necessity for thrm to hoy 
the soles already theirs. They held 
that ihe men could not have the 
"gall" to go ha.k on the constituents 
who had elected thrm. and l» aides, a 
clean election would glre their party 
a large amount of iirentlge, as it would 
serve to give a knockout blow to the 
rumors of corrupt uses of money In 
legislative balls, when their party waa 
In control. 

When Ihe first ballot waa cast, the 
voles of Ihe majority were badly mat- 
tered, but day by day. as the balloting 
proceeded, and the session came near- 
er to an end. It was evident that the 
votes of the maj.ia.ty were simmering 
down lo two candidates, but It was 
also evident that this state of affairs 
was the result of (he clever wire-pull- 
ing of the opposition, as the candi- 
dates were old rivals and one would 
never five war to the other. 

The minority, on the other hand, 
had been hanging closely together, and 
It waa clear that they were being 
maneuvered try a clever political 
schemer. During the early part of 
the session that had cast their 35 votes 
for former Representative Moore, a 
man who had Iwrne a spotless reputa- 
tion, but on the 45th day of the sit- 
ting they switched and cast their vote 
solidly for a man who had the repu- 
tation of being the smoothest politi- 
cian In the state John Flaherty— 
who since his defeat for Congress four 
years U-fore had held a fat federal po- 
sition and had built up a pollllral ma- 
chine powerful in tta environment.-

to look worried, for they knew that 
the skillful politician would stop at 
nothing to secure an election. 

Thus It went un during the remain- 
ing days of the session, enough mem- 
bers to cause a deadlock or elect the 
minority candidate, remaining etuh- 
t>orn and mean, on account of not re- 
ceiving the price for their vote. 

The session had Just taken a flve- 
min.tte re. e»a. after a t« . :- . hours' 
sitting, and the members were Just 
getting back to their st-ais from the 
saloon across the stre.-t. The fl.mr of 
the House was crowded with lobbyists, 
for the minority who had been 
brought frum all parts of the state to 
lend "moral courage" to the men who 
Were to be purchased, and was Imme- 
diately whispered n rou.:. I that Fl.ih.-r 
ty had find the Insurgent members of 
the majority and that he would be 
elected on the nest ballot. 

The session was called to order, and 
an Inteuse quiet seemed to come over 
the packed throng. 

"We will now proceed with the two 
hundred and eighteenth ballot for the 
election of a United Stales senator to 
represent the state," began the presi- 
dent. , 

"I demand a call tt the house." 
snouted, a senator who was seated 
wTta the majority. Ev. ry.me knew 
that this was merely a Mil ..-rfoje to 
gain time, for it could he told at a 
glance that every s..u 1 • "ill Ev- 
ervouc wondered what . Md bl 
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the call ix-Kan inr.e leaders or the ma- 
jority were seen lo approach < a.-h other 
and hold a horrM consultation. The 
clerk rushed throsafk the call with 
marvelous rapldliy. 

"The m.-nil.i t> of the Joint 
bly are all present. Mr. 
be announced. 

"The serg. i.nt at arms will nee that 
each memtx r rvnialus tn his seat un- 
less he is addressing the chair." an- 
nounced th. presiding office!-, aa the 
membtrs h Kan to -i:r around, and as 
the three majority leaders took their 
respective desks, their fa.es still 
clouded with Intense anslcly. This 
waa the condition on the entire ma- 
jority side of the house. On the other 
side, each member seemed to he 
■ling with an almost 
excitement. 

The. rollcall began. The first 
on the list waa Anderson, a 
mliserlty man. 

••Flaherty!" he shouted. 

"Axtell." called the clerk, and alt 
eyea were turned on the veteran ma- 
jority senator Axtell waa not a lead- 
er In any sense of the term, but be 
was the senior m.-mber of the o«.lj. 
.in.l his a.m.. «... ulwnys llst.nej to 
with the 

aw*. 

"I wish to eiplaln my vote." an- 
nounced the gray-haired lawmaker aa 
he row* from his chair, and every- 
body listened as he began to speak. He 
first referred In touching terms to the 
strong attachments that hail sprung up 
letween the members during their aer- 
>lce in the session, and then evpreaaed 
his sorrow that the bitter struggle on 
the election of a senator had brought 
olsaut such hard feelings. He then 
look up the Issue of the campaign and 
related how the majority had been 
.-l.-. t.-d pledged to send a man to the 
federal senate who waa In sympathy 
"III. their political ideas. At this tbe 
recalcitrant members of the majority 
i<mi lo squirm In their seats, and be- 
fore he had gone far they were look- 
ing downcast. 

"You say that If we select a demo- 
crat who Is sultaMe to you. you will 
help elect him." he crlod. turning to 
(hem "Who Is this man. I demand? 
Do you mean this statement, or la It

I, ut a miserable subterfuge, by which 
you exp.ct to wait until the last mo- 
ment and then betray our party? Thla 
is your scheme, so It has been openly 
stated In th. se halls, and you have not 
had the eournge to deny it. Do you 
think, men. that you are nervy enough 
to go bark to your democratic con- 
1 stltuente. after having helped elect 
Flaherty to the federal senate? 

"You say that If we . le. t a man 
who la suitable to you be will be 
elected. To* know that the man you 
, are supporting can never be elected, 
»r!1 I la not believe that the man tor 
whom I have been casting my ballot 
van :.i this late hour bo iuCrcssfuI. 
Now la your opportunity to prove 
whether you are men or arc cattle, to 
l». bought by the highest bidder. Name 
some man. I say. and prove your asser- 
tions. Who is he?" 

Everybody listened as If expiating 
an answer, but none came, the mem- 
bers to whom these burning remarks 
had been addressed continued to car- 
ry their balfashamcd, halfdcflant 
look. 

"Who Is he?" repeated the speaker. 
The silence became painful, but 
still no reply was forthcoming. Just 
as the awful quiet seemed to reach tbe 
point where It waa unbearable, a 
shrill, sharp voice was heard. 
"Why don't you elect Mines?" 
This seemed to strike the popular 
chord, ami a great hurrah for the old- 
time ex governor went up from the 
majority side. The nicroberft who

The excitement quieted a bit and 
the vote proceeded.
